The McMahon line on the maps 
of Asia have been accepted since 
1914.

The Polaris can be fired from 
under the surface of the ocean. 


Navy strategists believe the Po- 
laris sub can become this nation’s 
chief weapon of the future be- 
cause its mobility will prevent an 
enemy from knocking it out com- 


pletely in a surprise attack. 


Most warships now spend about 
half their time in port. To cut the 
port time of the Polaris subma- 
rine, the Navy will equip each 
ship with two complete crews. 


FEW REFUELINGS 


The submarines will return to 
port every three months to change 
crews. The Navy said the atomic 
sub will need refueling only once 
every two years.

West African territory. 


The clashes occurred just a few 
hours before top United Nations 
and French officials arrived at 
the capital of Yaounde, 200 miles 
inland from Douala, for ceremo- 
nies making this French mandate 
an independent nation. 


Independence was to be effec- 
tive at the stroke of midnight 
Thursday night, with the new 
African nation to be known as 
Kamerun. Dignitaries present for 
the transfer included U. N. Sec- 
nent -oenerey Dag Hammar- 
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skjold and French government 
ministers. 


Latest reports said that 25 
tribesmen were killed and 25 oth- 
ers wounded in disorders in the 
provincial capital of Douala. The 
reports said five soldiers and po- 
licemen also were killed. 


The rebel tribesmen—armed 


rections Wednesday night and a’ 
bloody battle raged for more| 
than two hours in the city out- 
skirts. 


A main target for the rebel at- 
tack was the airport weather 
building.

WASHINGTON (#—The Eisen- 
hower administration still may be 
able to achieve a balanced budget 
in the current bookkeeping year, 


despite the economic blow of the 
116-day steel strike. 


Officials close to budget affairs 
indicated Thursday that even if 
the government’s finances slide in- 
to the red, the deficit will not be 
anywhere near as big as they had 
feared possible early last month. 


Before a court injunction halted 
the steeb walkout last November 
there were signs of a deficit ap- 
proaching 500 million dollars in 
the 1960 fiscal year which ends 
next June 30. 


SEEN POSSIBLE 


Now, however, one official said 
he wouldn’t want to bet either 
way on the possibility that the 
fiscal 1960 budget will be in the 
black. 


If the administration can 
achieve a surplus, this would rep- 
resent a political windfall in the 
1960 election year. Since President 
Eisenhower is expected to predict 
a substantial surplus for the fol- 
lowing fiscal year, it could mean 
two balanced budgets in a row. 


The next official statement on 
the outlook presumably won't 
come until Jan. 18 when Eisen- 
hower presents his fiscal 196} 
budget to Congress. 


TO BORROW LESS 


The abrupt shift in the fiscal 
1960 prospects reflects the appar- 
ent fact that the administration’s 
earlier estimates’ of the steel 
strike’s impact on revenues were 
too pessimistic. 


Treasury officials hinted at this 
Wednesday when they disclosed 
they will borrow 500 million dol- 
lars less in January than they had 
originally expected. 


They said they had been pre- 
pared for certain “adverse con- 
tingencies”’ which failed to devel- 
op. They apparently referred to 
the steel strike’s effects. 


In September, the administra- 
tion predicted that budget spend- 
ing in fiscal 1960 would total $77,- 
030,000,000. It forecast record rev- 
enues of $77,100,000,000 and a 
slender surplus of 70 million dol- 
lars. ~ 


However, these estimates were 
drastically revised as the steel 
shutdown dragged on. Budget Di- 
rector Maurice Stans said in No- 
vember that the odds had turned 
against the possibility of a bal- 
anced budget.

WASHINGTON — The adminis- 
tration is expected to ask Con- 
gress for a three-year extension 
of the Federal Farm Soil Bank 
‘for retiring surplus crop-produc-

The plan includes a three-year 
authorization for the long-range | 
conservation reserve now in effect 
and $500,000,000 to operate it for 
the first year, 1961.

She had payola in high places long before the en- 
tertainment industry coined the word. 


Some of her most favored sons, public officials, 
took a flyer into high-level corruption. 


Some of her least favored citizens, patients at 
Milledgeville State Hospital for the insane, were 
found to be victims of neglect, indifference and blood- 
chilling instances of near-abuse. 


She ‘was lashed by segregation disputes and 
rocked by such traffic disasters as the death of 23 
people in the Meldrim railroad accident and 53 school 
bus accidents, one of which took a toll of nine lives. 


SHE WRESTS A VICTORY 

And sandwiched between major disasters and dis- 
eraces she was harassed by. jail breaks, prison strikes, 
murders, rape and kidnapings. 

But from it all, reeling and bruised, old Georgia 
wrested a kind of victory. She went on-a spectacular 
house-cleaning spree, poking the broom of investiga- 
tion into countless dark corners, scrubbing her soiled 
linens before judges and juries throughout the state, 
determinedly tackling the task of setting her house 
in order. 


The state’s briskest new broom was her new 
governor—a youthful Lavonia lawyer named Ernest 
Vandiver, newly elevated by the electorate from the 
post of lieutenant-governor to replace Bainbridge’s 
Marvin Griffin as chief executive.

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Young Vandiver may not have been fully aware 
of it at the time but when he lifted his hand in the 
oath of office last January he took a hold on a whirl- 
wind. And far from turning it loose, he called on his 
fellow Georgians to help him tame it and put it to 
work.

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New-Year Also Ushers in a New Decade

On New Year’s Day we sometim 
find ourselves recalling a bit of practical 
wisdom attributed to Satchel Paige, a 
Negro baseball pitcher of more pictur- 
esqueness than ability. 

“Never look back,” he is quoted as 
saying, “something may be gaining on 
you.” 

Since the end of the war in 1945 this 
has been the daily lot of man. Every time 
he looked backward something was gain- 
ing on him, Inflation, communism, trouble 
in the Middle East, Africa, South Amer- 
ica and Asia, corruption in government, 
business and entertainment, a depression 
in education, Russian superiority in mis- 
siles and rocket engines, higher taxes— 
these and many other ills all seemed hot 
on his trail. 

Summit conferences called to ease the 
international problems all failed. Soviet 
missile scientists continued to pile humili- 
ation on humiliation. 

But early in 1959 there was a slight 
indication of improvement. The Soviets 
began to talk about destroying the free 
world with competitive trade instead of 
long-range nuclear bombs. Two of the 
Kremlin’s leaders, Koslov and Mikoyan, 
came on a visit to America. The vice 
president paid a bread-and-butter call 
in return. And then, of course, Premier 
Khrushchev came to call on us. The 
President accepted an invitation to go 
visit Mr. K. next spring. A new decade 
dawns. 

Toward the end of the year Mr. Eisen- 
hower took off on the magic carpet of jet 
air travel and visited three continents. He 
did a magnificent psychological job of 
presenting the real face of America. He 
disintegrated the image of America and

The Soviets have agreed to a Summit 
meeting in the spring. There the heads of 
government will discuss disarmament and 
the problems of Berlin and Germany. 


There is an indication that confer- 
ences and negotiations may be substituted 
for threats and belligerency. Signs that 
Red China may be giving Russia trouble 
by becoming too much of an aggressor in 
Asia, especially in the areas of Tibet, 
Nepal and Afghanistan, also tend to cause 
one to hope for a more realistic Soviet ap- 
proach to genuine efforts at a mutually 
guaranteed peace.

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There’s New ‘Deduct’ 
On Your *60 Paycheck 


In case it may have slipped your mind, 
beginning Friday there will be a new 
“deduct” on your pay check, matched by 
an equal contribution from your em- 
ployer for the future use of yourself or 
others. Social Security taxes go up one- 
half of one per cent on employes and 
the same on employers. 

Wage earners making $4,800, which is 
the maximum annual earnings now sub- 
ject to the tax, will find that the new 
rate means a total outlay of $144 an- 
nually. This adds up to $24 a year or 46 
cents a week more than under the present 
rate. 

A@There is further news for wage earn- 
ers, too. By the year 1969 under pres- 
ent legislation—and there are bound to 
be changes—Social Security taxes will 
take 9 per cent of the base payroll, four- 
and-a-half per cent each from employer 
and employe. 

The next scheduled hike is slated for 
1963, when the rate goes to 342 per cent. 
In 1966 it goes up to 4 per cent and in 
1969 to 4%. 

All this, of course, is the way it 
stands now. But next year is a political 
campaign year and candidates are whet- 
ting their tongues for promises of ex- 
panded benefits. The number of older 
people in our society is growing larger 
and they and their children pack a big 
political wallop. 

The public up to now has shown a 
remarkable tolerance and even a demand 
for additional Social Security benefits. 
But one cannot: help wondering if this 
concern about the future will not one day 
become too much a burden for the pres- 
ent. Already there is talk of raising the 
maximum earnings base to about $9,000— 
in which case a man earning that much 
would be paying $405 a year and his em- 
ployer a like amount. | 

But this year—in case it has slipped 
your mind—there will be a new deduc- 
tion proving that you, the taxpayer, will 
defray the cost of the added benefits.

Which Are Denied to All Other Citizens? 


Decatur — Fulton County’s re- 
cent investigations into wrong- 
doing in state government re- 
vealed a number of weaknesses 
in Georgia laws which the Gen- 
eral Assembly most certainly 
should remedy at its 1960 ses- 
sion.

Urban Concentration Adds 
To U.S. Population Worry 


The United States will have a population of 300,000,000 by the end 
of the century, according to a recent survey by the Scripps Founda- 
tion and the Universities of Miami and Michigan. Judged by recent 
trends, this is a plausible prediction. Yet, before accepting it, we 
should turn back thé pages of the record of population predictions in 


the past. 

As late as 30 years ago ex- 
perts said that the rate of growth 
of the United States was declin- 
ing; that it would continue to de- 
cline until 1975 when our popula- 
tion would’ become static, after 
which there would» be a slow 
decline. 

The experts were wrong. The 
birth rate turned upward. The 
lengthening of life expectancy 
added its force to population 
growth. So we have ‘a situation 


‘today in. which we are wonder- 


ing what we will do with our 
surplus of people. 

Assuming a continuation of the 
present trend, which will bring 
the country’s population to 300,- 
000,000 by the end of the century, 
we should not make the mistake 
of evaluating its problems on the 


basis of an over-all national © 


growth. 
The real problem will lie in the 
fact that half of the 300,000,000 


will be concentrated in a rela- . 


tively few metropolitan areas 
having a total of no more than 
2 or 3 per cent of the nation’s 
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area. In this high concentration 


will lie practically all of the prob- 
lems of our increase. 


Even in “country” Texas today, 
half of the population lives in 10 
counties having only 4 per cent 
of the state’s area. This trend 
will continue. By the end of the 
century, despite the great over- 
all population growth, there will 
be vast areas—in the United 
States and in Texas—with sparse 
population. 


We have two courses for tack- 
ling these problems. One is to 
accept the urban concentration 
and-—-work at the problem here. 
The other is to attempt redistr- 
bution to a.more even balance 
over the physi€éal surface of the 
country. | * 

If, through the ‘use of atom 
power and the chemistry-of de- 
salting sea water,:we can bring 
to the great arid areas a suffi- 
cient water supply, we shall, for 
a while at least, meet the prob- 
lem of overpopulation by discour- 
aging unhealthy concentration.

It will not be quite so obvious 
to many other Republican leaders.

Happiness may live just next 
door but you can’t walk through the back gate 
and borrow some of it like you would an egg 
or a-cup of sugar. 

Happiness is homemade. You can’t even give 
it away. If there were some way happiness could

It is a wise man who knows what can be bor- 
rowed and what cannot. To provide for ourselves 
what cannot be berrowed and: to borrow all! the 
things we can is to give life balance and blessing.

makes you almost afraid to look at anything 
and say it is MINE.

It is likely, for instance, that 
the pace of business will prove 
too hot to sustain once inventory 
building tapers off. And will 
companies find that they have 
been misled into building too 
much capacity again? 

Will price inflation get under 
Way once more and, by aggra- 
vating the nation’s balance of 
payments problem, force the 
Federal Reserve to make money 
still tighter? Will interest rates, 
already at peak levels, move up 
to the point where they have a 
stifling effect, not just on hous- 
ing, which is already suffering, 
but on industry generally? Will 
the stock market take a tumble 
and pull the rest of the economy 
down? 

It is not just Gloomy Gus 
economists who are asking ques- 
tions like this. Businessmen 
generally, despite their near- 
unanimity on the proposition 
that 1960 will be a boom year, 
are proceeding warily. 

This in itself is a good omen. 
For no matter how prosperous 
1960 turns out to be, it plainly 
is going to bring some thorny 
problems. It is only by facing 
these problems in a spirit of 
realism that we can hope to 
make the prosperity of 1960 
something more than a fool's 
paradise. 


Heading the list of such prob- 
lems is the deadlock in the steel 
industry’s negotiations with the 
United Steelworkers. 


It now appears that the new 
Congress will have to face the 
fact that the country needs a 
new instrument for keeping 
major industries and major 
unions from carrying their pow- 
er struggles to the point of ex- 
haustion. 

Also at the top of the list of 
problems is the U.S. balance of 


payments and the threat to 
America’s position in world 
markets. 


As leader—and banker—of a 
free world that is striving for 
both stability and growth, 
United States cannot run the 
risk of endangering its own 
economy and trading position 
by letting the drain on its mone- 
tary reserves continue un- 
checked, But it cannot take the 
easy way out and turn to pro- 
tectionist tactics without doing 
grave damage to the na- 
tions it has worked so hard to 
strengthen. 

In a sense, both these prob- 
lems point to a third: the neces- 
sity of developing policies that 
will give us both a healthy rate 
of growth in our- economy and. 


a high degree of stability in 


costs and prices. 
It is just as well, then, that 


business enters the 1960 boom 


so warily. That wariness, cou- 
pled with recognition of the 
expansionary forces and the op- 
portunities they create, can do 
much to preserve the health and 
life of the boom.

Mrs. Maurice Anderson of 
Meigs was named Georgia’s 
Homemaker of the Year in an 
annual search sponsored by the 
Southeastern Fair Assn., Geor- 
gia Home Economics. Assn., 
Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, United Churchwomen, 
Home Demonstration Clubs and 
Georgia Farm Bureau Women. 
She .was crowned on Oct. 8 by 
Mrs. Ernest Vandiver in cere- 
monies that highlighted Home- 
makers Day at the fair. Mr. 
and Mrs. Anderson began their 
career together as sharecrop- 
pers 15 years ago. Today they 
own, through their own efforts, 
a 419-acre farm and sharecrop 
185 acres of cotton, 140 acres of 
corn and four acres of tobacco. 

Mrs. Annie Sue Brown, a 
teacher who has inspired count- 
less young people to seek ca- 
reers in science, made head- 
lines last January when she was 
selected Atlanta’s Woman of 
the Year for 1958. Mrs. Brown, 
curriculum specialist in science 
for Atlanta schools, was one of 
five women outstanding in dif- 
ferent fields of endeavor hon- 
ored at the traditional recogni- 
tion dinner. Sharing honors with 
Mrs. Brown, who was saluted 
for her work in education, were 
Miss Carolyn Hope Becknell, 
arts; Mrs. Patricia Noot La- 
Hatte, business; Dr. Catherine 
Strateman Sims, civic service; 
Dr. VYernelle Fox, professions.

Her husband, Carl, heard 
the news in Toledo, Ohio, and 
returned to Atlanta to face 
abandonment charges. He was 
sentenced to an 18-month term, 
but the sentence was probated 
provided Quisenberry would 
support his family. Warm- 
hearted Georgians offered help 
to the Quisenberrys and, reunit- 
ed before the holidays, the 
family had a happy Christmas 
and faced a brighter future. 


HARSH GLARE 


, The light in the old man’s 
eyes dimmed as he recalled a 
trio of women caught in the 
harsh glare of the criminal 
nal news: Mrs. Anjette Dono- 
van Lyles, convicted murderess, 
was denied a new trial in Feb- 
ruary. Sentenced to die for the 
murder of her own little girl, 
Mrs. Lyles was declared ‘‘psy- 
chotic and insane’ by a -three- 
member sanity commission last 
October. Gov. Ernest Vandiver 
immediately took steps to com- 
mit the prematurely silver- 
haired woman to the state’s 
mental hospital at Milledgeville. 
There she is to spend the rest 
of her life—or until she should 
become sane again. 


Mrs. Margaret Burton, the 
great masquerader remembered 
in Atlanta as the fabulous ‘‘Mrs. 


Janet Gray,”’ a notorious head- 
line-maker in 1957 and 1958, 
Was again in the news in 1959. 
Paroled from a Georgia prison, 


after serving her sentence for ' 


embezzling funds from a De- 
catur medical clinic where she 
worked as a bookkeeper while 


passing herself off as Mrs. Gray | 


(a lover of dogs, fine homes 
and fancy automobiles), she 
pleaded guilty to grand theft 
charges made against her seven 
years, ago in Los Angeles. Re- 
turned to California last sum- 
mer, Mrs. Burton was sentenced 
to 240 days in the county jail 
in Los Angeles. In the Califor- 
nia case, she was charged with 
defrauding investors of $9,500 in 
a plan to establish several knit 
shops. 

The third in the trio—Mrs. 
Margaret Hodges—is probably 
the most consistent of Georgia’s 
criminal newsmakers. Branded 
Atlanta’s “lottery queen,” in No- 
vember she received her heav- 
lest sentence to date, six years 
in prison. Held in Fulton County 
jail since Oct. 14 on six counts 
of lottery charges, Mrs. Hodges 
was unable to get out pending 
her appeal for a new trail be- 
cause of her inability to post 
the required $45,000 appeal bond.

Georgia clubwomen view Jan. 
1 not as the launching of a new 
club year, but as a continuation 
of projects and programs put 
into action during 1959. 


“But when Jan. 1 occurs,” 
said Mrs. E. L. Barnes, States- 
boro, Federation president, ‘“‘it 
does make us realize that ‘a 
new year is a magic chest. The 
gift of time is in it. So guard 
it well. Do not lose one pre- 
cious, golden minute.’ ” 


And clubwomen throughout 
the state are putting time to 
good use. 


STATE CONVENTION 


The highlight of the new year 
activities will be the annual 
state convention, to be held in 
Macon in April. Gov. and Mrs. 
Ernest Vandiver will be special 
guests of the Federation. Mrs. 
Leo Curtis of Hammond, Ind., 
junior director of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
will be among prominent club 
leaders at the state conclave. 


The annual Club Institute in 
dune will bring to a close the 
series of special events in ob- 
servance of the Golden Anniver- 
sary of the Federation-owned- 
and-operated Tallulah Falls 
School. In addition to the regu- 
lar maintenance fund eontrib- 
uted by clubwomen, the Feder- 
ation hopes to meet its $50,000 
goal for building the boys’ dor- 
mitory. 


Special projects of the organ- 
ization will be completed during 
the new year. High on the list 
is the community achievement 


» gratifying 


contest, with a reward of $10,000 


to the national winner. More 
than 100 Georgia clubs have en- 
tered the contest, which is spon- 
sored in conjunction with the 
General Federation. 


TEACHER OF YEAR 

Georgia clubwomen will spon- 
sor the teacher of the year 
search, and will be among par- 
ticipants in the annual home- 
maker of the year contest. For 
the first time, Georgia’s teacher 
of the. year will compete with 
teachers selected by other state 
federations on a national level. 
While Georgia has previously 
held such contests, sponsored by 
the Chamber of Commerce, the 
local winner has been unable to 
compete in the General Federa- 
tion program previously be- 
cause of a conflict in dates. 


As usual, the organization 
will closely follow the ‘work of 
state law-makers, pafticularly 
during the General Assembly. 


It was pointed out that “‘some 
results” have fol- 
lowed the emergency resolu- 
tions adopted at the Federation 
board meeting last September, 
particularly those pertaining to 
then-existing conditions at the 
Adamsville Training School for 
Girls, and the Macon Training 
School for Negro girls. 


PRISON REFORM 


The Federation pledges its 
strength in support of further 
improvements, including prison 
reform. The program of action 
will range from studies of exist- 
ing conditions on the local level, 
to following through with an ef- 
fort to have corrective legisla- 
tien passed. 


They will seek the establish- 
ment of a Youth Commission 
for Georgia. The plan calls for 
“all state services relative to 
the rehabilitation of children 
and youth” be placed under the 
commission. Pointing out that 
“children remain in Georgia 
jails because funds have not 
been made available to build 
the necessary homes” for them, 
Federation leaders will work 
toward a bill providing that 
“idle state-funds be put in in- 
terest-bearing accounts in order 
that more money can be made 
available for services necessary 
to keep children out of Georgia 
jails.” 

HIGH ON AGENDA 


Work in the field of education 
is high on the agenda for 1960, 
with the clubwomen expanding 
the Penky Art Scholarship pro- 
gram. 


In international affairs, they 
will continue to aid the people 
of Korea through CARE, and 
continue work to strengthen the 
refugee program. This will in- 
clude a study to see what ‘“‘can 
be done to assist in overcoming 
the political, social and eco- 
nomic problems’ of refugees. 


The mental health program 
will be in the spotlight, with 
concentration on funds ‘ with 
which to build a chapel at Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital. 


Nineteen hundred and sixty 
will see the Federation follow- 
ing through on numerous other 
special programs and projects, 
massing its strength for ‘‘the 
betterment of the community, 
the state and the nation.”

go. 


Even at the turn of the cen- 
tury, Atlanta was small enough 
for everybody to know 
body and open houses on New 
Year’s Day were the fashion- 
able modes of entertainment. 
Many hostesses kept open house 
all day and guests arrived by 
the hundreds. But those days 
are gone with the wind. 

Hostesses did not issue invi- 
tations but expected their friends 
to call. And they usually did. 


As the city grew, fewer and 
fewer hostesses braved the on- 
slaught of everybody coming. 


“Everybody” had gotten a bit | 


out of hand. 


ISSUED INVITATIONS 


After World War I, if there 
was any entertaining, hostesses 
issued invitations. New Year's 
Day soon became just another 
day and few families expected 
or much less planned any spe- 
cial menu for visitors. 


But the link with the past 
has not been broken entirely 
for there are several open 
houses set for this year.

Bowl, and Texas will gun for an upset against Syracuse today. 


Santa Claus delivered a new crystal ball guaranteed to be no 
more inaccurate than the old one, so let’s take a look at the bowl 
card. 


Based on past performance Georgia should score at least three 
touchdowns against Missouri. Butts has sent seven Georgia teams 
into action in holiday classics, and the Bulldogs have averaged 22 
points per outing. The 90 triumph over UCLA in the Rose Bowl 
marked the only game in which Georgia failed to cross the goal 
three times. High point in the scoring parade occurred right here 
in Miami when Fireball Frankie Sinkwich blitzed TCU for three 
touchdowns in the first quarter to lead Georgia to a 40-26 triumph 
in the 1941 classic. 


The Bulldogs may approach that total against Missouri. 
Though they’ve already stored away the SEC trophy, these 
Bulldogs are still lean and hungry. They’re in their best physical 
condition of the season, and the passing game has never been 
sharper. Fullback Don Soberdash, injured most of the cam- 
paign, is healthy again, and he may emerge as the running 
star of the contest. 


However, the Bulldogs are planning to travel by air. They'll 
use the infantry to keep Missouri honest, but it won't be surprising 
if Francis Tarkenton and Charley Britt heave more passes than 
they've thrown in any other game. 


An aerial duel is anticipated for coach Dan Devine doesn't be- 
lieve his backs can dent the still Georgia line. Quarterbacks Phil 
Snowden and Bob Haas have concentrated on passing Missouri 
workouts. 


—Georgia Picked To Whale Missouri 


The Tigers are apt to play a daring, gambling game. ‘We'll 
have to take chances to score on Georgia,” Devine says. ‘‘We pre- 
fer to run, but we'll throw in this one.” 


You have to visit Missouri headquarters at the Ivanhoe Hotel 
te locate many folks who rate the Tigers a chance against Georgia. 
But the Tiger players aren’t conceding a point, and they’re going 
all out to boost the prestige of the Big Eight. Missouri has the psy- 
chological advantage, for Georgia is a stout 13-point favorite. 


The Tigers closed strong with impressive triumphs over Air 
Force, Kansas State and Kansas to earn the Orange Bowl trip. 
They have an aggressive line anchored by tackle Mike Magac. 
Snowden is a dangerous quarterback and halfbacks Mel West and’ 
Don Smith head up the running game. 


But Georgia has more guns. Tarkenton, Fred Brown and com- 
pany are the choice to cap a great campaign with a 28-7 victory over 
Missouri in the Orange Bowl. 


The Gator Bowl contest in Jacksonville has a Hollywood script. 


Hundreds cf words have been written about the first match be- 
tween Bobby Dodd, the winningest bowl coach in history, and Frank 
Broyles, the prize coaching pupil. 


Dodd has won eight straight bowl games as head coach, and 
the Engineers have never lost a game before a TV audience. Yet, 
the experts and oddsmakers agree that Arkansas has an even 
chance of spoiling this sensational record. 


Broyles, one of the finest young coaches in football, would like 
to cap a great rebuilding job at Arkansas with a victory over alma 
mater. He’s a bowl veteran, having made ten trips with Tech as a 
player and assistant coach and one with Baylor. However, this is 
Broyles’ first venture as a head coach. And rest assured that the 
ae redhead hasn’t overlooked any single one preparing for 
this one. 


He knows the Tech system. He scouted the Engineers against 
Georgia, he’s studied films since the match was arranged. More 
important, Broyles has an outstanding football team. The Porkers 
rolled to an 8-2 record to share the Southwest crown with Texas and 
TCU. They have a great running back in all-American Jim Moody, a 
fabulous soph in halfback Lance Alworth. 


—Tech Rates Edge Over Arkansas 


Though Tech lost four games, the margin was by a mere total 
of 13 points. Most lopsided licking was a seven-point loss to Georgia 
in which the Engineers made a terrific comeback after spotting the 
Bulldogs a 21-0 bulge at halftime. 


Despite the loss to Tommy Wells and Bobby Harris, the Engi- 
neers reportedly have more healthy hands available than in any 
other game. It’s the final curtain for all-American Maxie Baughn 
and several other seniors. 


Dodd is the man who taught Broyles, so he isn’t apt to be 
surprised by his No. 1 pupil. And Ray Graves’ line will be keyed 
for the bout with Porkers. 


You stick with a champion until he loses, and Dodd is definitely 
the bowl champion. Here’s a 14-7 ballot for Georgia Tech in a stir- 
ring football game. 


The day they’ve been waiting for in Mississippi is dawning. 
Ole Miss partisans claim they have the No. 1 team in football, and 
they may be correct. They say that the 7-3 setback administered 
by LSU was just one of those things. And most observers agreed 
that the best team lost. 


But it’s ridiculous to say that LSU doesn’t have a chance 
against the talent-rich Rebs. LSU has dropped only one game in 
two seasons—one-point decision to Tennessee. The Bengals yielded 
oniy 29 points inten games, eight more than Ole.Miss. LSU played 
a much tougher schedule, and Billy Cannon is the greatest player in 
college football. If LSU had Warren Rabb, Johnny Robinson and 
Wendel Harris in top shape, I'd string along with the Bengals in 
the rematch. Ole Miss is the pick by a 10-0 margin. 


The national spotlight is focused on Dallas, Tex., where Texas 
will determine whether Syracuse. is the No. 1 team. Syracuse sold 
most of the citizens by whaling UCLA in a TV game, but the 
UCLAns were an inept outfit. Texas is a top drawer team, and 
they don’t come any sharper than Darrell Royal. Never give 
Texans 13-points in Texas. In fact, I think Texas will win the 
game.

“Seriously, it was the most rewarding season of my coaching 
career, Second year at Arkansas, six children to support, new 
home and all. The only black mark against us was the Old Miss 
game, and we played that with eight boys hurt. I tried to play 
some of the hurt ones, anyway, and got hurt worse.”

The rebound was good, though, Arkansas finished breezily with 
victories over Texas A&M, Rice, Southern Methodist and Texas 
Tech, and with almost no passing at all.

“That's right, our quarterback, James Monroe, got his right 
shoulder hurt in our first conference game against TCU,” Broyles 
said, “‘and he never has completely recovered. He can’t throw the 
ball over 10 or 12 yards, or we’d have had a better record. Every- 
-body knew we couldn’t throw. 


“We did pretty well, though. We gained over 400 yards on the 
ground against SMU, and they knew we couldn’t pass, and besides, 
Jim Mooty didn’t play at all. Billy Kyser played for him.” 


This was scarcely a handicap, though Mooty is recognized as 
an all-American. Mooty is very swift, but Kyser has been timed 
ever the distance of 100 yards in 9.8 second. 


“‘He’s not the fastest man on the team, though,”’ Broyles said. 
“Lance Alworth has done it in 9.6. He’s the most versatile athlete 
I've ever seen on a football field. He’s a potential Charlie Trippi.

“We. two-platoon our three best men, Alworth, Mooty and 
Wayne Harris, our center.

As a 
matter of fact, he showed the same reluctance 
to leave the big leagues, lingering for 22 seasons 
and hustling for all he was worth every second 
of the way. But when the Old Warhorse was 
cut loose by the Milwaukee Braves, his last 
pert of call, the end had arrived. 


So Enos moved out of the big leagues for the 
first time since 1937. His old shortstopping buddy 
of the Cardinals, Marty Marion, gave him a job 
as playing-manager of the Houston Buffs in the 
home city of Slaughter’s one-time skipper, 
Eddie Dyer. 


There are so many vivid memories of: Slaugh- 
ter, a study in perpetual motion. Even when he 
was a 43-year-old member of the Yankees for 
most of last season this fiercest of competitors 
raced to his position and from it. He never 
walked, never saved himself. Throughout his 
career he played every inning the only way he 
knew how, to the hilt. 


In the fourth game of the 1946 World Series 
with the Red Sox, Rudy York was on third when 
Hal Wagner’s towering smash backed Slaughter 
up to the bullpen.

The carrier waves which car- 
ry the programs are radio waves, 
started by fast-moving electrons. 
We call them electromagnetic 
waves because the. fast-moving 
electrons cause magnetism. We 
know a good deal about electro- 
magnetic waves and we certainly 
know .how to make use of them. 


But we have not yet learned what 
makes them travel as they do.

Are Sent How? 


At the broadcasting station, a 
stream of electrons is agitated 
in a tall antenna. These electrons 
jog back and forth 176,000 times 
a second or more. It is their 
movement which sends out the 
fast electromagnetic waves, 
broadcasting them in all direc- 
tions. 

These waves are silent and in- 
visible until they are picked up 
by a receiving set, which trans 
lates them into sound and pit 
tures. 

_By themselves, the TV waves 
carry no messages, At. the broad- 
casting station, certain instru- 
ments are used to intpress elec- 
trical impulses into the carrier 
waves. 

Your TV set picks up the speed- 
ing carrrer waves and translates 
what they are carrying. The elec- 
trical impulses are turned back 
into sounds and dots of light.
